LETTER VII. 


ERIE, Pennsylvania, > 


June 4, 1847.

MY DEAR SIR:— 


Last night I took passage at Buffalo, in 


the steamer "Baltic." She advertised to' 
leave at 7 o'clock, but did not start until 
10,—as the Lake boats always wait for the 
Eastern cars, which do arrive much before 
0, and it takes about an hour to transfer the 
passengerB and baggage from the depot to 
the boat. The crowd on the wharf is al- 
ways great, to see the boats start, and we 
were honored with rather more than the 
usual compliment, in consequence of the 
"Baltic" being-a new and very splendid 
boat. We have about two hundred cabin 
passengers, with over five 'hundred in the 
steerage. The excitement and confusion / 
on the wharf for the last hour before start- 
ing, is realJy amusing, and gives one a good-, 
idea of the locomotive progress of the 
present age, in the country. As the " Bal- 
tic" IB one of the first c|ass steamers, she 
has but few ofthe lowest order of emi- 
grant,—they usually go in the smaller and 
poorer boats, and in the Propellers, at a 
much less price. The fare is low this year, 
as the boats all run on their own account. 
Generally, soon after the season commences, 
all th>.boats enter, into a combination, fix- 
ing the fair at a high rate, and then 'turn 
their profits into a common treasury, divi- 
ding the same at the rate of ten per cent, 
to each boat, and then scattering the bal- 
ance among the whole, pro rota, upon, the 
present valuation of .each. 


.The "Baltic" is one of the noblest steam- 


era t have ever seen, and is a perfect float- 
ing palace. Built in the strongest possible 
manner, she is an admirable sea boat, which 
gives one a very delightful assurance of 
safety. The Lake boats are much stouter 
than those on Long Island Sound, and are 
constructed very differently". 
The cabin 


i* on deck, if you can understand that, with 
a saloon runing the whole Iength,;and state- 
roorasoii both sides, with a..door to each 
from the saloon and also from/the guard.— 
The steerage passengers are below, in very 
comfortable quarters. 
The 
saloon and 


state-rooms are finished and furnished in a 
princely style, and the tables are supplied 
with all the varieties nnd delicacies which 
a city market could afford. You meet with 
many agreeable persons on board, and as 
they are some days together, all unite lo 
make the time pass off pleasantly, and they 
seldom fail in their efforts; free from'un 
necessary restraint, there is a mingling of 
conversation between ladies and gentlemen, 
without the formalities of an introduction^ 
and in this way a person fee/s that he is 
at the house of a friend, paying a social 
visit. 
Frequently some lady presides at 


the Piano, while ladies and gentlemen join 
in a song, and this gives a change from 
what we have had for some previous hours. 
At dinner, an excellent band of music, at- 
tached to the boat, is stationed at one end 
of the saloon, discoursing sweet and har- 
monious notes, while the passengers are 
doing justice to the viands before Ihem.— 
In the afternoon, some are engaged in con- 
versation, in pleasant liltle groups, others 
in the smoking room, enjoying a rich rega- 
lia, while a few are in their rooms, indulg- 
ing in'pleasant dreams. 
° 


After tea, a portion of the saloon is clear- 


another ventures 'out, a sad upecUcl« to-: 
behold, giving ample evidence of the r»r- . 
ages of- Bea-eickrxfM. -For several boon' 
we had it very rough, and out of ow two 
hundred passengers, there was wedr 
more than twenty of u> at the dinner-tow*. 


We have been lying, at the wharf «t, 


fine about three hourg, taking ia a .uppjy 
of coal, and shall probably be detained hen 
for three more. I have 'been up to tbe 
town, and taken a short mmWe through ita- 
streets. It has been raining for «>me hour^ 
and is shll cloudy, so that everything hw 
nn unfavorable aspect,— but I Bhould thS 
that Erie might be rather a pleasant plaee, ' 
although there is not much eyidedce oflife 
or animation in the streets. There is a 
very large Hotel here, called the "Read 
House." 1 am told , that it will ^omtno-' 
date more boarders than the Astor,— but" 
it has been a very unfortunate speculation 
for the owners. 
The; man .who built it Wai 


very rich, and he desired to dp tojneOtijtg 
to immortalize his name. 
He therefore- 


erected this enormous house, and named it 
after himself. The bueinew bf the place 
would not warrant such an establishment, 
and no man can possibly sustain himwilf. 
and conduct the house as it should be,ac-\ 
cording to its arrangements. This is bvit a 
slight specimen, however, of Western spec- 
ulation, which has ruined hundreds1 and 
even thousands of the settlers of the West 
aa well aa vast numbers of our Eastern 
men. 


I have written this letter veryleisorely, 


occasionally laying down my pen and read- 
ing a nawspaper, until I see from my win- 
dow that the coal, is nearly in, and wa 
shall, therefore, soon be off for Cleareiand.
